ING THE TAG, FASHIONABLE. SHE SAYS AFTER CONSIDERABLE RESEARCH THAT "FAR MORE OFTEN 
THAN NOT THIS DIAGNOSIS IS WRONG". Dr. MOSSE CITES CHILDREN WHO SHOWED BEHAVIOR 
PROBLEMS OR SUFFERED FROM COMMON JUVENILE FANTASIES ONLY TO BE PUSHED INTO MENTAL 
HOSPITALS AND GIVEN SHOCK TREATMENT WHICH MADE THEM WORSE. SHE HAS BEEN UNABLE TO 
FIND A SINGLE PROVEO CASE WHERE ADULT SCHIZOPHRENIA COULD BE TRACED TO SUCH AN 
EMOTIONAL INJURY EARLY IN LIFE. WELL, DR. MOSSE IS A BRAVE BRAVE WOMAN BUT I THINK 
SHE IS PROBABLY 100 PER CENT RIGHT. 

Look Magazine, April 15, also carried a good article on psychiatry ano ended with a 
GOOD SUMMARY WHICH I SHALL qUOTE IN PART. 

"Psychoanalysis is the best known of all the psychotherapeutic TECHNiquEs. It was 
FIRST USED BY SlGMUND FREUD IN 1895. HE DESCRIBED IT AS THE STUOY OF PROCESS OF 
WHICH WE ARE UNAWARE. He WAS REFERRING TO THE UNCONSCIOUS, THE PART OF THE MIND IN 
WHICH WE LOCK OUR REPRESSED FEELINGS. To OPEN THIS VAULT THE PATIENT RELAXES ON A 
COUCH WITH THE ANALYST SEATED OUT OF VIEW. ' LED BY THE ANALYST THE PATIENT FREELY 
ASSOCIATES, PUTTING INTO WORDS HIS THOUGHTS, DREAMS AND MEMORIES. In THE TREATMENT OF 
NEUROSES, ANALYSIS HAS BEEN MODERATELY SUCCESSFUL BUT IT IS TIME CONSUMING ANO EX¬ 
PENSIVE. (This is the "confessional" type of relief. A minister would do the job 

AS WELL AND COST NOTHING) FOR PSYCHQTICS ITS USE IS CONTROVERSIAL ANO MUCH LESS 
successful" Itallics mine. "Not all PSYCHIATRISTS USE PSYCHOANALYSIS and not all 
ANALYSTS ARE PSYCHIATRISTS. NOR 00 ALL THE ANALYSTS USE THE FREUDIAN METHOD. THERE 
ARE A DOZEN DIFFERENT METHOOS OF ANALYSIS, EACH WITH ITS CORPS OF DISCIPLES". To 
THOSE WHO OBJECT TO THE COMPLAINT THAT ANY SUCH THING COULD HARDLY BE CALLEO SCIEN¬ 
TIFIC JUST EXAMINE IT FOR A MOMENT. GRANTED THAT MANY DIFFERENT METHODS OFTEN PRO¬ 
DUCE THE SAME RESULTS LET’S REMEMBER THAT MAN’S BRAIN ISN’T MARBLE CHIPS AND HYDRO¬ 
CHLORIC ACID. IF ONE SCHOOL INTERPRETS A DREAM ONE WAY ANO ANOTHER INTERPRETS IT 
ANOTHER WAY, THEN HOW IS THAT SUPPOSED TO REVEAL ANYTHING OR HELP THE PATIENT. MANY 
MEDICINES WORK TOWARD THE SAME END AND PERFORM DUPLICATE RESULTS BUT A DOCTOR WHO 
BECOMES THE DISCIPLE OF SAY PENICILLIN OR ANOTHER ANTIBOTIC IS IN A SPOT WHEN A PAT¬ 
IENT DEVELOPES AN ALLERGY OR GOES INTO ANAPHALACTIC SHOCK UPON ADMINISTRATION. THE
